As your lordships know, it is only during 
a portion of the year that the great river 
St, Lawrence can be navigated, and in the 
winter months the upper provinces are to a 
great extent, for military purposes cut off 
from communication with the mother coun 
try Phis railway, if completed, will form 
aconnecting link at all periods of the year 
between the mother country and the North 
American On that ground 
alone I believe it is of imperial interest 
that this railway should be completed ; and 
f the measures now before your lordships 
produces that result, I think it would be 
of signal beneflt. (Hear) My noble friend 
(Lord Lyveden) has dwelt etrongly upon 
the difficulty of defending the Canadian 
But, although that operation 
may be one of considerable difficulty, 1 
ought not to be treated as impossible.

The 
whole northern apsis or end of the im- 
mense oval building is assigned to Great 
Britain and the British possessions ; and 
in a straight line—like the chord of 'the 
arch—the Canadian stalls run in front of 
the whole from side to side of the edifice, 
or, more strictly speaking, from the com:

The Richardson Mine. 


We observe by the Leader of to-day, that 
this case came up betore Vice Chancellor 
Mowat, on Saturday the 4th inst., at Toron- 
to, The following are the proceedings re- 
ported :—Mr, Strong, Q. C., moved a notice 
to extend the injunction granted by the 
Chancellor at Kingston, to stay removal of 
mineral matter trom mine, so as to stay the 
working of the mine altogether till hearing 
of the cause. Mr. Blake, Q. C., objected 
that the notice was irregular, in not stating 
when the affidavits to be used were filed. 
Application dismissed with costs. Mr. 
Strong, Q. C., then moved ex parte for the 
order which was granted thus; Plaintiff 
undertaking to abide by such order as the 
court may make as to damages by reason of 
the injunction already issued and this order, 
and agreeing to hear the cause at Whitby 
or Cobourg sittings. Injunction granted 
restraining working of the mine and taking 
anything from the excavation therein until 
‘Thursday next, or until the court make 
further order, Liberty given to serve de- 
fendant’s solicitors with notice for Thursday 
next to continue this injunction, 

§3-The Plaintiff's solicitors inform us that 
the Rule was not dischargod with costs, but 
enlarged till Thursday next, and intrim in- 
junction granted. 

The Madoc correspondent of the Mon- 
treal Gazette in his report of the raid on the 
Richardson mine, says:—‘‘From one of the 
blasts, I learn from what I consider 4 re- 
liable source, (so far as you can trust any 
one, when gold stories are being told) that 
the second blast detached a piece of quartz 
or spar, lie could not say which, about the 
size of a patent pail perfectly studded with, 
and held together by gold. The value of 
this lump is variously estimated. Mr. 
Cameron has made the statement that there 
was one seam in the mine, from which he 
belieyed he could cut-out a slab four feet 
long, and 6 x 4 inches wide, which would 
be held together by the gold, and all who 
have had any chance to see the interior of 
the shaft, pronounce it the most wonderful 
deposit in the history of auriferous discoy- 
eries,”’

What Geologists say. 

Marmona, May 3rd, 1867, 

It 1s a very common remark here, by | 
those who live amongst the rocks and hills | 
of these back Townships, that the land is 
too rough for farming, but that the Al- 
mighty must haye mace it for some other 
good or useful purpose, No doubt the land 
will all be turned to account at some pre- 
sent or future day, Nothing was ever made 
in yain, though it may be of no account 
amongst men, or though it may be unnotic- 
ed or unknown for ages, or for generation 
This will apply no doubt to the “ Quinte | 
Mining Division,’ or to all the metal or 
mineral lands, in the rear of the county of 
Hastings. Weall know the value of gold, 
better by experience of its power to procure 
for us those objects of necessity, of conyen- 
ience, or of luxury, which we desire, and 
which are so easy to obtain with money, or | 
we know its value by the bitter experience 
of the want of it. 

Sad thought, that the latter experi- 
ence is the lot of the great mass, or vast 
majority of mankind, ‘This place has been 
of little account hitherto, and is chiefly 
known to the rest of the Province as being 
the seat of the Marmora Iron Works, by 
which a large amount of capital was lost or 
wasted by various successive proprietors 
Now, however, the prospects of Marmora 
and its iron works, haye changed for the 
better. Iron is looking up, and land also, 
and the people are looking up, and village 
jots are enquired for, stores are opening, 
&c. Gold discoveries and indications are 
the order of the day, hundreds of men are 
at work at the iron ore beds, and upon the 
railroad track, and everything wears a dit- 
ferent aspect in consequence, ~ 

Speculators have been making a rush for 
the Crown Lands, and now there are not 
many lots to be disposed of in this neigh- 
borhood, Madoc is certainly the centre 
of the gold agitation, owing to the cele- 
brated Richardson Mine being situated 
there; but all the surrounding townships 
are no doubt more or less included im the 
primitive gold deposits, which nature laid 
down thousands of ages ago, and which 
have remained there silent and sullen, until 
the fulness of time should be come, when 
these treasures should be revealed. Mar- 
mora however, must ultimately take the 
lead, owiag to its superior natural advan- 
tages, its water power, and its proximity to 
the great iron ore beds, which are probably 
unrivalled in the world, We trust that a 
new era is dawning upon these regions, 
long given up to wild animals, and to men 
still more wild, savage, and untameable, 
The “limits” of the gréat lumber merchants 
also, we hope will be succeeded by the hab- 
itations of prosperous farmers and settlers. 


Good roads are most desirable, for these 
constitute all the difference between bar- 
barism and civilization, and unless we can 
have them, all further advance, or pro- 
gress, will be unattainable. It is to be hop 
ed that the gentlemen of the County Coun- 
cil, will cease their wranglings and squab- 
blings about nothing at all, wasting the 
money of the County, and their own time, 
and make a determined attempt like men 
in earnest to give us good roads, or some- 
thitig really permanent and substantial tor 
our money. The waste and loss of time, 
and hindrance of business, which has been 
already caused by these functionaries, 1s 
something lamentable indeed. In these 
back townships, we have been paying taxes 
out of our labour and poverty, for 20 or 80 
years, and are very little better in the way 
of public improyements, than when the 
only way of access was by an Indian trail, 
or the rua ways of the wild deer, » The 
jaws ot the County Treasurer, (as it is call- 
ed,) receive all that goes into them; but 
what becomes of it afterwards, would puz- 
zie all the wise men of Gotham, to describe 
or explain. Much depends upon the con 
tinuance of gold discoveries’. A Richardson 
Mine here and there, evety, two or three 
weeks, would keep the ball a rolling, and 
would be an effectual stimulant to those 
miners or speculators, whose spirits or ener- 
gies were failing, or wearing away. No 
doubt there is plenty of gold all over the 
country ; geologists will deny it, and say 
it is impossible; but what do they know 
about it? Just nothing atall, They deny 
everything that does not square with their 
own theories, although even these are 
changed and reversed, every few years,— 
We cannot but confidently anticipate, that 
we are inthe midst of a golden region, 
wliich is only waiting for a key of iron, to 
unlock the golden treasures to all future 
generations. And this being done, means 
will be furnished, directly or indirectly, 
for the moral and material advancement of 
the whole Province in general, and of this 
section of it in particular. silat:

Before the cheap road shall haye 
Worn out, it will, probably have earned 
money enough to gradually re-lay it in a 
more permanent manner; and settlers will 
have ‘been attracted to, lands! which pre- 
viously ‘had. been almost. valueless, but 
which, by being brought within reach of a 
market, have become highly profitable to 
their cultivators, ‘ 


Mr. G, Laidlaw, of Toronto, has publish- 
ed as a pamphlet a letter addressed by him 
to the people of the Counties of Brucé and 
Grey, showing the advantages, practicability 
and cost of a cheap railway through those 
counties ; ‘and in so far ashe confines him- 
self to his text, we think his proofs’ and ‘ar- 
guments are; for the most part incontrover- 
fible. From’ the testimony of the various 
engineers, including Mr. Fitzgibbon, Chief 
Engineer to the Governmentof Queensland, 
Australia; J E.Boyd; New Brunswick ; 
C. Pibl, Cluef Engineer of the Norwegian 
Government railways, and the English firm 
ot Sir Charles Fox &.Son, it would appear 
that the first cost of \amarrow gauge road, 
say 3 ft. 6 in. guage, is fifty per cent. less 
than one of a4 ft. 6 10. guage, the gain 
being made‘on every single item almost, in 
the construction of the road; in earth, 
smasonry, rails, chains, engines, rolling stock, 
&o, A narrow road canalso be built with 
sharper curves, and can, therefore be adapt - 
ed more readily to the country through 
which it is to’ run. And although a8 high 
arate of speed may’ not safely bereached 
on this style of road;-still a-uniform speed 
of 15 or 20 miles per‘hour can yery well be 
maintained. On this point, however, Mr. 
(. Pihl 18 of opinion that, were it necessary, 
there would be no danger in running at a 
much greater speed, He says he haSrun an, 
engine at “upwards of forty miles an hour 
with as much feeling of ease and security: 
as I have felt when running any engine on 
a broader gauge,” , It would also seem that, 
should the traffic of the road increase so 
much as to exceed its carrying capabilities, 
it would still be no more costly-to build’a 
second line on the cheap priuciple in addi- 
tion to the one already laid, than it would 
faye been to have built a broad gauge road 
in the first place. ; 

In pourtraying the advantages to be 
gained from a railway, Mr. Laidlaw spe- 
cially insists on the immense profit to be 
derived from the shipping of cordwood to 
Toronto and a market, instead of farmers 
being obliged to spend much time and 
money in clearing their land and destroy- 
ing the wood unproductively ; and there is 
no doubt that even a smalk profit per cord 
on fuel sent to Toronto and there sold would 
foot up to be a very large total in fayorot 
that section of the country through which 
the railway is intended to pass. 

We should be glad to see this railway in 
course of construction; and we ‘haye no 
doubt that if the cheap system be proved 
to be as well adapted to this country as it 
has been in India, Australia, Norway and 
Sweden, it will be-introduced generally

The Springfield Republican, ove of the 
most respectable and influential journalsin 
the United States, says: ‘Thecable brings 
the welcome news that the impending war 
in Europe has heen averted, and that Queen 
Victoria of England is' the peacemaker.— 
Her proposition for a conference ot the great 
powers in May, to settle the Luxemburg, 
question on the basis of guaranteeing the 
‘neutrality of the duchy, has been accepted 
by the parties most interested.” 


The New York Commercial Advertiser, 
edited by the yeteran journalist, Thurlow 
Weed, quotes the above and adds; 


“Nor is this the first successful effort in 
the same direction of the good Queen Vic- 
toria. Itwas by her thoughtful and time- 
ly interposition, upon the Trent affair, that 
a war between England and America was 
averted. England meant war,- and made 
instant preparations for the emergency. 
The ministers, if they did not mean it,. 
took astep which would haye provoked 
war—a step which, by the Queen’s inter- 
position, was so modified as to result amica- 
bly. The details to which we refer are 
most interesting, but tor the present, con- 
fidential. We hope, ere long, to be at 
liberty, by disclosing what came to our 
knowledge, in London, at the critical mo- 
ment, to render just praise to the sugges- 
tive wisdom and ‘womanly sympathies ‘of 
that eminehtly good Queen. 


“Nor should history be left without ma- 
terials to make up a truthful record of the 
action and feeling in France and England 
towards this government during the re- 
bellion. Our people, and fora long time, 
our government, trusting to traditional re- 
collections of amity with France, and of 
collision with England, were misled, While 
England seeniéd! more’ ‘unfriendly than 
France, and while English capital proyid- 
éd vessels to burn our ships and destroy 
our commerce, the English government re- 
jected the repeated offers and efforts of the 
French Emperor to acknowledge the inde- 
pendence of the Confederate States.”

“TELEGRAP 
BY ATLANTIC CABLE. 


PEACE CONFERENCE. 


New York, May 9. 
The Herald’s special dated London, May 
Sth,says: The first session of the Peace Con 
gress after its organization in this city yes- 


terday, was not merely a formal meeting of 


the Great Powers’ representatives as some 
persons here aftirm—but one at whieh the 
Luxemburg question was discussed with « 
View of “bringing the difficulty between 
France and Prussia to a speedy close, 
Names of plenipotentiaries ; England, 
Lord Stanley, President, France, Prince 
de la Teur Auvergne; Prussia, Count Bern- 
stroff; Austria, Count Appoinji ; Russia, 
Baron Brunnow; Italy, Marquis de Azzilo ; 
Luxemburg, Baron de Tornaco; Belgium, 
M Van de Weyer; Netherlands, Baron Ben- 
tinell. 
The proceedings are to be kept secret till 
the close of Congress. It is known how- 
ever, that France is willing to accept the 
neutralization of Luxemburg and dismant- 
ling and razing the fortress, so it may not 
remain asa menace, Prussia is not dis- 
posed to consent to this unless all the Great 
Powers now represented in the Congress 
give a guarantee of the settlement. The 
giving of this guarantee would bind them 
to engage in war against the future designs 
ofeither France or Prussia seeking aggran- 
dizement in this direction. England hesi- 
tates to give such a guarantee; but is rath- 
er in fayor of the idea of the people of Lax- 
emburg for annexation to Belgium, The 
guarantee question being discussed, and 
points at issue and basis of action be- 
ing defined, the session hus adjourned to 
Thursday, to enable the representatives to 
have telegraphic communication from their 
respective Governments. Meantime pend- 
ing the issue of the deliberation of the 
Peace Congress, great war preparations 
are going on both sides, notwithstanding 
official denials to the contrary, 


France ia buying arms both in England 
and Spain, and Prussian troops of regular 
army are being held in readiness to support 
the garrison jn Luxemburg. 


The Herald's special dated Berlin, May 
8th, says: Count Bismarck in conversation 
on the aspect of affairs on Thursday, declar- 
ed that the situation is now more serious 
than eyer, In addition to the Count’s 
opinion, I may say, that Russia is looking 
cut for her chance of aggrandizement inthe 
East, and Poland by the opportunity of a 
general war. ‘ Muskets are being converted 
into breech loaders for all the Russian 
army. 

The general opinion on the continent is 
that the maintenance of peace depends on 
the action of the London Conference.— 
Fears are entertained that the failure of the 
representatives there assembled may bring 
on a general European war, in which each 
conntry caring little for the Luxemburg 
question, or the future position of the peo- 
ple of the grand Duchy, will endeavor to 
forward their own particular designs by 
force of arms.

serve peace. The pressure which was‘exerted 
on the plenipotentiarieés in the Congress by the 
defiant attitude which the opposing Powers 
maintained towards each other, combined with 
the knowledge which the members had of the 
great war preparations which were being car- 
ried on on the continent led to a very speedy 
action op the part of the confederate represen- 
tatives. 
in the House of Commons on the evening of 
the 9th, Lord Stanley congratulated the House 
aud Country at Jarge, on the fact that the good 
sense and moderation of the powers primarily 
lnterested as parties in the Luxemburg difficulty 
had the effect of arresting the unspeakable cal- 
smities which would ensue to the people from a 
European war. With respect to the part taken 
by Her Majesty’s Government in the matter, the 
Cabinet acted in accordance with constitutional 
usages on their ministenal responsibility as 
the officjal advisers of the Crown and Sovereign, 
which responsibility as well a8 the reasons which 
induced them to undertake it, they were ready 
to vindicate in Parliament and before the coun- 
try. The matter had become very critical, min- 
isters were informed every moment by telegram 
and otherwise of the increasing gravity of the

Engine ‘“ Moira,” would be tested at 2 
o'clock yesterday * afternoon, under ‘the 
supervision of Mr. L. Button, the manutac 
turer; but owing to the heavy wind that 
prevailed, it was considered advisable to 
postpone the trial until 5 o'clock, when the 
steamer was brought out, and at 20° minu- 
tes past 5 ‘fired up.”

Mr. Button went before the 
Committee and stated Ins, conclusions as 
follows: That he considered the coal an 
inferior quality, and would only produce 
an ordinary amount of steam, and could 
not keep it up beyond 50 lbs; that for the 
purpose testing the Engine 
considered the coal as worthless, In 
view of these facts, and to give the, 
Engine and Mr, Button every opportunity 
of testing ler capacity, Mr. Robertson, 
Chairman oi the Committee, directed Mr, 
Button to proceed to Toronto and procure 
the requisite coal, called the ‘‘ Erie Ken- 
nel,” and give the Steamer another trial on 
Monday. We understand that Mr. Button 
proceeded to Toronto by the 7;80 train 
last evening. It is still contended by prac- 
tical parties that the Engine has not boiler 
surface sufficient to generate the proper 
quantity of steam; and by others, that it 
is wholly the fault of the fuel. Another 
trial with the proper quality of coal will 
decide these points,,

Gold, being at once the chief object of re-

tal when they see it, I shall begin by teach- 
ing the unpractised miner who may read 
these notes, how to distinguish “ the real 
stuff,” should he be fortunate enough to find 
it. 

When a miner, then, tindsa piece of bright 
yellow metallic substance, resembling gold 
in his opinion, let him lay it upon a piece of 
iron or steel, the handle of his crow-bar, or 
the face of his sledge, for instence, and strike 
it a smart blow with ahammer. If it breaks 
to pieces it is not gold; but if it flattens out 
without breaking, it has stood the first test, 
it is malleable. 


Let him then apply the edge of his knife to 
the side of the metal, and if he can cut it as 
he can cut a piece off the rim ofa silver coin, 
but rather more easily, and the piece cut off 
does not crumble, it has stood the second test, 
it is sectile, 
Let him then drop a smp'l quantity of 
nitric acid (aquafortis) upon the metal, if it is 
base, the surface will ina few seconds turn 
green, and small bubbles of gas will begin to 
rise through the liquid, but if it is real gold” 
the acid will have no more effect than 80 
much water, and it has stood the third test, 
and its character may be considered as faily 
established ‘

hear them say the Emperor isin the right 
when he insists not on the gunexation of 
Luxemburg, but on its eyacuntion by the 
Prussians. ‘The visit of Prince Napoleon to 
Prangins, his seat in the Canton of Vaud, 
and which the MJonituer announces in rath- 
eran unusual manner, is supposed to mean 
something political—in fact, that he is to 
meet there, or in some oiher place near the 
Italian frontier, an agent of the Italian 
Government. 

Letters from Toulon mention that the en- 
gagement of yolunteers for the crews of

Lite In san Francisco, 


The following isa translation of an ar 
ticle by J. S. Hittell, published in Phily 
Jacoby’s “San Francisco Germah Almavac” 
for 18) 

San Irancisco, “styled figuratively the 

Jolden City, has & population of one hun- 
lred and twenty thousand, The people 
are mostly Americans by birth, but there 
are also many English, Irish, French, Ger 
nans, Italians Spanish-Americans, Scan 
linavinns, Dalmatians and Chinese. ‘Vhere 
ure Freneli, German, Italian and Spanish 
newspaper neh German and Chinese 
Churehes : und French, German and Chi 
nese theatpicul companies,. which perform 
occasionally, ‘The religion in which pub 
lic services ave generally held are Jewish, 
Buddhist, Cutholic, Protestant and Spirit- 
ualists, If the rites of the Mohammedan, 
Norman or Pagan worship are celebrated, 
the fact is not generally known. 
_In the matter of public amusement the 
city is destined to become eminent. The 
mild winter and cool summers are fayoura- 
ble to out door life. The people spend 
much of their time in the open air. Pro- 
cessions, picnics, excursions and public 
display are frequent. Dancing is in fasb- 
1on throughout the year. Two theatres 
are open almost constantly, and we have an 
opera every year, besides numerous conserts 
and lectures. Those who wish to go out 
in a buggy usnally drive to the splendid 
ocean beach, ona romantic road, over the 
hills west of the city.’ The chief summer 
resorts are the various towns and warm 
springs of the. valley near the bay, the 
Geysers, the Big Trees, Yosamite and San 
ta Cruz,

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The number, howeyer, ef those who come 
to San Francisco for pleasure is much great- 
er than those who leaye it, Every body 
who lives on the Pacific slopes wantto make 
a home in this city, or at last to spend 
some time here! The miner who has made 
a successful strike, the farmer who has had 
a golden crop, the lawyer who has accumn- 
lated a nice property by practice in the in- 
terior, looks forward to the day when he 
can enjoy the fruits of his labour in the 
metropolis of the Pacific. There is a mul- 
titude, a variety, and a rapid succession of 
entertainments unqualléd by any city of 
the New World save New York. ‘The most 
costly productiors and the greatest delica- 
cies of all quanters of the globe are here 
collected, Montgomery street, although 
shorter than Broadway is not less brilliant. 
Our hotels are palatial in size, furniture, 
cost and management. Whien we gee acity 
not yet out of Herteéens riValling in luxuries 
the capitals of Eurepe, what grandeur may 
we not expect for her maturer yéars ? 

There are a yast number of benevolent 
and social associations in the city. There 
isno almshonse in the city, or for that 
matter none inthe State.” i 

San Francisco is, in proportion to its size, 
the busiest seaportin the world, No other 
city twice as’ large his so large a trade. 
The annual exports are about $70,000,000, 
the imports nearly as much; the manutfac- 
turies are worth nearly $20,000,000, the 
real estate sales amount to about $12,000,- 
| 000, and the cash value of the land, Luild- 
ings and moyable property of the city is 
about $200,000,000, although assessed for 
taxation at only $80,000,000. We send 
away about forty tons oi silver aud six tons 
of gold every month—the fornier metal in 
bars fifteen inches long and five inches 
square; the latter in small bags about six 
inches long, three inches wide and two 
inches thick. Waggons loaded with pre- 
cious motals are seen in the streets every 
day. 

The profit of merchants and the wages 
of mechanics and laborers are high. The 
general style of living is luxurious. ‘Travel 
lers have, observed that in no place do the 
mass of the people live in more comfort than 
in San Francisco. Miserly habits are very 
rare, and even prudent regard for the future 
is not so common as it should be, One of 
the evidences of the common extrayagance 
is observed in the tact that many persons 
refuse to take any change less than a dime. 
Half dimes, which are the smallest coins in 
use, are less prized here even by the poorest 
than cents are in New York, The draymen 
carry gold watches; the washerwoman 
dresses in silks; the chambermaid is un- 
happy if ber bonnet is not of the latest 
Parisian fashion. ,

| Debts and Taxation tn the States, 
An idea of the burdens laid upon the 
people in the United States is given in the 
following from New . York Lvening 

Post : 4 

“If borrowed @ul’s the edge of husban- 

dry,” the financial police ot this state 1s in 

sad need of the grindstone. Our. state 

debt amounts to over fifty millions of dol- 

lars. The debts of the counties are. at 

least seventy-five millions, This city owes 

nearly or quite forty millions, All these 

debts are growing. 

“ With these very intelligible figures be- 

fore them, it was not unreasonable to ex- 

pect that the Albany legislators would ex- 

amine appropriation bills attentively, and 
would be chary of raising the present. rate 

of taxation, Indeed, to do them justice, 

they did reject four or five bills which in- 

volved that unpleasant consequence.’ But 

the bills which passed have raised the rate 
of state taxation to over seven mills on 
every dollar of yaluation, This is a_seri- 
ous advance from the three mills levy of 
ten years ago. ! 

“ OF the taxes paid by thepeople of this 
state, this year, about sixty millions of 
dollars will go to the national treasury, 
thirteen millions to the state, and thirty- 
seven millions to the several counties. 

“The population of the state in 1865 
wus 8,831,777. Estimating the present 
population, in round numbers, at four mil- 
lions, every man, woman and child in the 
state must pay this year $27 50. The 
largest vote ever polled in this state was 
731,010. Estimating the present number 
of electors at 750,000, each elector must 
pay this year $146 66. The number of 
landowners in the state in 1865 was 378,998. 
If the number has,.now reached 400,000, 
every landowner ig taxed this $275, The 
last census gives the number of families in 
the state as 780,931. If there are now 800,- 
000, each family is taxed this year $137 
50, 

‘It is perhapssome poor consolation to 
know that some of our neighbours are not 
much better off. The state debt of Massa-' 
chusetts is nearly twenty-eight millions of 
dollars, and the debts of the towns amount 
to,about twenty-seven millions more, The 
legislature is now engaged upon a_ bill 
which will add five millions more to the 
dismal total.”

RIOT AT MOBILE -A NUMBER SHOT. 
New York, May 15.—The /erald’s Mo- 

bile.special gives the following additional 

particulars of the riot last evening : 

Judge Kelly had been speaking a quarter 
of an hour when there appeared a disposi- 
tion to create disturbance, Cries of “put 
bim down” was now heard. Mr, Kelly 
replied, “ you cannot put me down, the 15th 
Infantry are at my back, and if they cannot 
keep the peace in Mobile the United States 
army can.’ The tumult suddenly broke 
out at this point by a sudden rush towards 
the platform and a general scattering cf the 
crowd, . This rush seemed significant for a 
melee ; w cry of “fire” was then raised snd 
ivetantly a perfect fugilade of pistois were 
opened on the crowd, who occupied the 
platform, Some friends succeeded in getting 
Judge Kelly away unharmed, The firing 
was directed right and lett among the crowd 
in the streets who were flying in all direc- 
tions. It is impossible to tell how many 
were shot. It is known that two negroes 
and one white man were killed, It was 
eviaently a preconcerted affair, and was 
probably stimulated by incendiary articles 
in the rebel press for the past few days. 
Col, Shepard at once despatched a body of 
troops to the Brattle house where Judge 
Kelly is stopping. They are now on the 
ground in front of the Hotel, It is stated 
that several white men who had no part in 
the attack were shot in the melee. 

If any disposition to renew riots is shown, 
itis probable the city will be placed under 
martial law, The whole military force who 
are encamped abouta mile from place of meet- 
ing have been ordered into the city, and are 
now posted at different points prepared for 
any attempt of renewal of riot.

A Child’s Account of his Mo 
er’s Murder. 


th- 


APOTHECARIES HALL, 


‘ A fearful story of a murder was artlessly 
told by a child, ten years of age) in the 
Manchester Coroner’scourt. The boy’s 
mother was the yictim ; his father the mur- 
derer. This was the narative :—‘ Last 
Tuesday, I- went with’ father, (Woods, 40 
old ‘soldier,) to. Salford Barracks. After 
drawing his pension, father called at several 
public-houses, and got drunk. We got 
hoine at ten minutes to four o'clock. Father 
bade mother go upstuirs: He was cross 
with her because she had had half a noggin 
of whisky. Mother went upstairs, and 
father ordered mé to draw the blind of the 
lower room window, to lock the door, and 
to bring the key. I did all this, and went 
to bed, as father told me. When I got up- 
stairs mother crept under the bed; saying, 
* Don’t tell him where Iam.” Father came, 
up in ‘about ten minutes, and ordered her 
to come from under the bed. She refused. 
Father sent me for two penny cakes. When 
T brought them father was sitting ona chair 
Mother was. still under the bed, Father 
afterwards said several times, ‘' Elizabeth, 
come from under the bed,” but mother 
would not move.’ Father then sent me 
downstairs for a knife. I'fetchéd it, gave’ 
it to father, and got into bed.” Father bid 
then in his hand a stick, with which hé 
kept milling mother, I and two little sis- 
ters crept beneath the bedclothes because 
we'were afraid. We heard mother scream 
several times, and we dared not’ look out

forefathers to defend our hearths and homes 
trom attack. The more therefore we keep 
alive the old anemories the better. 

The first of the papers to which we haye 
referred above runs as follows: 

Alluding to the ambitious designs of the 
Americans, it says : 

“ This scheme if successful, would haye 
placed the United States at once in the fore- 
most rank of the Great Powers, and given 
her a prestige and influence, such as she has 
not since attained ; forit is a noticeable fact 
that her political standing is due more to 
the tivrequited and generons triendship and 
forbearance of England than to her own 
prowess or diplomacy—respec table as both 
undoubtedly are, The mistake made in the 
political arrangements of the war of 1812- 
14 was that the Washington Government 
bad not discovered or discerned their nat- 
ural ally, France, from the total annihila- 
tion of her naval power, was unable to effect 
even « diversion in their favor, and the war 
ended without its promoters securing a sin- 
gle advan of its prosecution or acquir 
ing any one of the objects from which it was 
ostensibly undertaken, Its effects or their 
political navel and military character was 
most damaging. Ruinous to their commerce 
and disastrous in its prosecution, it at once 
postponed the probablg consummation of 
the policy for which it was undertaken for 
half'a century. With Great Britain the case 
was rery cifferent; haying no ambitious 
projects to serve by the annihilation of the 
United States and possessed of no desire to 
chastise or curb her career, her whole ener- 
gies were at no time directed to the prose. 
cution of the war with that yigor which 
such a purpose should demand, In Canada 
it was expressly and decidedly defensive, 
and as such it will be reviewed in this and 
the following papers, for the suke of illus- 
trating the practicability of suceessfully re: 

ing the invasion ot the country. 

On the 18th of June, 1812, the American 
government declared war against Great 
Britain, and on the 12th of July, General 
Uull crossed the Detroit river and invaded 
Canada, at Sandwich.

Mr. Holden in explanation, said that it 
had come to the knowledge of the Com- | 


| mittee on Market, that an application was 


to be made to set aside the present Market | 
By-Law, and he had looked into ther 

and found that the superior Courts lad set 
aside Market By-Laws passed in other | 
towns; notso much hethought on account | 
of the corporation in these places making 
provision for the regulating and selling of 
certain articles; but, because they prohib- 
ited the sale of chese articles id any other 
than certain places and at certain hours in 
such towns and cities. What he proposed 
was to amend the By-Law so as to bring it 
within the meaning of the law. The change 
he proposed to make, was this: the present 
By-Law prevented people from selling cer- 
tain articles anywhere except on the Mar- 
ket between certain hours. The new sec- 
tion would allow the selling of such articles 
in any part of the town; but not until the 
Market dues shall have been paid. If this 
By-Law as amended would not be sustained 
some other plan would have to be adopted. 
He then moved the council into committee 
to substitute the following clause for sec- 
tion 12 in the present By-Law :— 

lst, That the following be substituted for 
section 12 of the said By-Law: That no person 
shall buy, sell or offer for sale any game, fish, 
poultry, eggs, butter, cheese, grain, vegetables, 
or fruit exposed for sale or marketed within the 
Town of Belleville, until the seller has paid 
the market fees required by this By-Law, or has 
obtained a ticket from the Collector of Tolls of 
the Market of the Town of Belleyille, as pro- 
vided for in the twenty-seventh section of this 
By-Law, And before the hour of ten o'clock 
in the forenoon, no person shull forestall, re- 
grate or monopolize any market grains, meats, 
fish, fruits, roots, vegetables, poultry or dairy 
produce within the Town of Belleville; provided 
always that before the hour of twelve o'clock, 
noon, no butcher's meat, fish, hay or straw, 
shall be bought or sold by any person in any 
part of the Bown except at the public Market 
place in the Town of Belleville; and further, 
that before the hour ot@leyen o'clock in the 
forenoon, no huckster or runner living within 
the municipality of the Town of Belleville, or 
within one mile from the outer limits thereof, 
shall purchase any market grains, meats, fish, 
fruits, roots, vegetables poultry and dairy pro- 
ducts brought to the said public Market, 

We give the clause in the old By-Law as 
follows, so as to enable the reader to see 
what changes are made, 

12th, That no person shal! buy, sell, or offer 
for sale any meat, game, fish, poultry, eggs, but- 
ter,cheese, grain, bay, vegetables, or fruit ex- 
posed forsale, or marketed in the open air 
within the town of Belleville, (at any place, ex- 
cepting at the public Market place,) except as 
may be hereinafter provided; and no person 
shall forestall any grains or buy or forestall or 
monopolize any meat, game, fish, poultry, eggs, 
butter,cheese, vegetables or fruit, brought to the 
said Market, nor shall any of the before men- 
tioned articles be Inspected, bought, bargained 
for, sold or offered for sale, by any person until 
the seller has taken up his place on the Market, 
or has obtained a ticket from the collector of 
tolls of said Market as proyided for in the 26th 
section of this By-Law; provided always that 
at any hour of the day any pore in carcase, and 
after the hour of eleven o'clock in the forenoon 
in the months of January, february, March, April, 
September, October, November and December, 
and after the hour of ten o’clock in the fore- 
noon in the months of May, June, July and Au- 
gust,any butter, and after the hour of 12 o'clock, 
noon, any meat in carcase or by the quarter,and 
any game, fish, poultry, eggs, cheese, grain, hay, 
vegetables or fruit, that here been brought to 
the Market, the Market fees thereon, or on 
the vehicle, containing the same, paid, and a 
ticket obtained therefor, may be bought or sold 
by any person in any part of the Town; and 
provided further, that before the hour of eleven 
o'clock in the forenoon in the months of Janu- 
ary, February, March, April, September, Octo- 
ber, November and December, and before the 
hour of 10 o'clock in the forenoon in the months 
ofMay, June, July and August, no person shall 
regrate, or buy for the purpose of selling again, 
or for export, any meat, game, fish, poultry, 
eggs, butter, cheese, vegetables, or fruit so 
brought to the Market. 

Mr, Robertson said, the old By-Law was 
to a certain extent in harmony with the 
Kingston By-Law, If these changes were 
made he feared the fees would be material, 
ly reduced, 


Mr, Tannahill regretted to hearany coun- 
cilman say the fees would be diminished, 
as no one would be permitted to sell until 
the market dues were paid, so consequent- 
ly there would be no diminution in the 
receipt of fees, 

The Mayor agreed with Mr. Tannahill, 
and argued that the farmers would still 
come to the market, as it had proved of 
advantage to them as well as to the Towns 
people. 

Mr, Robertson was just as anxious to have 

y centsaved to the Town as any coun- 
cilman, still he thought this was a question 
that should be fully discussed, and he would 
like to know’ if there were any provisions 
to compel people to go to the market and 
pay the market dues, If not, was the mar- 
ket clerk to run after them ¢ 

Mr. LeVesconte regretted that there was 
not sufficient time to enable the Council to 
properly consider this question. It is} 
known that the present market By-Law is} 
no favorite of his; he had opposed it when 
introduced, He did not approve of it now, 
nor (lid he think the amendments would 
meet the difficulty, He would not oppose 
it however, as under the circumstances, it 
was perhaps the best that could be done in so | 
short a time, His opinion was that if the 
law did not give the Coyncil power to regu- 
late and compel people to come to the Mar. 
ket, it would be better to have a free mar 
ket altogether, If they were not obliged 
to come to the market, Farmers would 
commence gelling as soon as they entered 
the town, and it would require Jolipeman 
to watch at every entrance inte the Corpor 
Farmers had alpeady gone to other

object of market regulations was to bring 
the buyer and seller together, which proved 
advantageous to both, but he feared this 
would be defeated if the courts held that 
these By-Laws were not legal. 

Mr, Holden.—If the By-Law as amended 
cannot be sustained, it would be better to 
havea free market. He would take care | 
in selling the fees, that provisions should 
be made so that no advantage of the Town | 
could be taken, in case of a reverse of the | 
decision of any vf the Courts of Law. | 

The By-Law was then passed and umber- | 
ed 172, and the Council adjourned. |

FROM MARMORA. | 


From our own Correspondent 


Early settlement—Mr, H his enterprise 
failure, and death—Why he failed—The 
opinion then—Other Minerals—Gold—P.

MARMORA, May 18, 1867. 

During the time occupied in the settle- 
ment and progress of the present County 
of Hastings, the Township of Marmora 
was of little in fact 
scarcely known or heard of to the rest of 
the Province, until the late Mr. Hayes es- 
tablished the Marmora Iron Works. ‘That | 
gentleman was an officer in the British 
army, or was in government employ in one 
of the Royal Dock Yardsin England. He 
was possessed of considerable property, 
which was all embarked in the enterprize 
which proved so unfortunate to himself in 
its result. He lost the whole of his capital 
in the undertaking, and returning to his 
native country, died in poverty and obseur 
ity. Mr, Hayes was perfectly right in his 
estimate of the value of the immense de 
posit of iron ore which he discovered, but 
he was led astray as to the obstacles and 
difficulties which lay in the way of ulti- 
mate success, owing to bad roads and the 
difficulty of procuring competent persons 
to carry out his expectations. [Te furnished 
an example (among other very numerous 
instances) of the folly of msking every- 
thing, in any business, without previous 
practical experience. Loans and mort- 
gages made the failure complete. Even at 
that time an opinion was prevalent that 
gold was to be found in the country, and 
other metals and minerals were from time 
to time discovered, without any attempt 
to work them or to make them profitable. 
Farmers were too busy in the spring, sum- 
mer and fall, to be able to go out speculat- 
ing or prospecting, and in the winter season 
the snow came to hide all these treasures 
from observation.

The country also, was too poor, too rough 
and uninyiting to induce capitalists to 
make investments in it, and so the time 
wore on, and yery little progress of any 
description was made, until the discovery 
of the now celebrated and world renowa 
Richardson Gold Mine. Then the conyic- 
tion became general that gold was deposit- 
ed in a similar manner throughout the 
country, and this idea has been realized, 
to some considerable extent, by the discoy- 
ery of gold, in various places extending 
over a wide extent of territory, 


The question still remains to be settled 
as to paying quantities of gold haying been 
brought to light, and as to where these 
deposits are really situated, and until these 
two questions can be determined, all will 
be mere speculation and uncertainty. The 
mere taking away of gold and selling it 
will be of little avail or of little benefit to 
the community at large, or to the country 
in general, unless some corresponding en- 
couragement be given to all other branches 
of industry. If any other industry be 
neglected in order to run about gold. 
hunting, without plan or system, of 
any kind, a sort of gambling will be 
generated, which may prove a curse to us 
instead of a blessing. This continual 
hankering after news or intelligence from 
the gold districts, concerning further dis- 
coveries or “indications” of the precious 
metal, generates im its turn a false or 
exaggerated report of what is discovered, 
or of that which really exists. 


In this Township there have been few 
lots, during the past fall and winter, in 
which searches more or less sustained have 
not been made, and excayations have been 
made in many pla accordingly as ap- 
pearances were considered promising or 
otherwise. The artorscience of gold dig- 
ging is, however, yet in‘its infancy, it is a} 
new pursuit or employment to most of 
those engaged in it.

The roads to this place aré “pretty bad 
but still there is a good deal of travel in 
this direction. There is an air of activity 
about the village, from the number of 
strangers passing through it and stopping 
atthe hotels, Gold is the all prevailing 
topic of conversation, and tlie“ Cariboo 
mine” the centre of interest at this point. 
I was told that Mr. Donaldson of Toronto, 
Emigrant agent, was here a few days since, 
of the 
Cariboo mine, washing from a pailful of 
dust taken from the mine a fine sample of 
the precious metal. The residents of this 
village are quite sanguine as to the result 
of the mining operations in this neighbour- 
hood and I think not without good reason.

|“Cariboo mine,” when gold was first dis- 
g 


covered, have shown their faith in it—and 
they are practical miners—by leasing some 
territory as near by as possible on their own 
account, and have gone to work, and are 
sinking a shaft. Deception might be prac- 
ticed with others, but it would notlikely de- 
ceive practical men working the mine, and 
who had an interest beyond their wages. A 
number of shafts are being sunk on yarious 
| lots in their vicinity ; but owing to the con- 
tinued rainy weather work cannot be push: 
ed as it will be when the weather becomes 
settled. The people are disappointed at ~ 
the quartz mill of Messrs. Turley & Gilbert 
not being put here, as was inténded’in the 
first place ; but it is not likely that so\good 
a location will be long overlooked, as this 
is the-central point for a large mineral dis- 
triét, Which abounds in quartz ridges, 
gulches, ravines, &c. 

The“ McCance mine,” which is » short 
distance from this place, is unfortunately 
not being worked with much energy, owing 
to some niisunderstanding between the 
owner and lessees of the lot on which it is 
located. It seems to be the fate of miners 
in Madoc to get into difficulty—imuch of it 
however, no doubt, arises from the. loose 
manner in which the agreements are drawn 
up in the first place. 

Lot No, 28, in the 2nd Con., about three 
miles trom here, is pronounced by practical 
miners, as presenting eyery appearance of 
‘good mining territory.’ Gold has been found 
in a stream that runs across this lot, and is 
supposed to eome from the quartz ridyes on 
either side, Like other parts of the coun; 
try, there isa great deal of mining being 
carried on hereabouts, and of which but lit- 
tle ig known as to the results, Reports are 
plenty as to finding gold in small quanti- 
ties ; but so indirect, that I do not car@ to 
give them currency.

Unseating Councillors,

LOSS OF ‘THIS WISCONSIN. 


The following additional particulars re- 
specting the burning of the Wisconsin, and 
the terrible loss of life, we take from the 
Kingston Wig of this morning : 

On Tuesday night a frightful disaster oc 
curred near Cape Vincent to the Northern 
‘Transportation Compan propeller ‘* Wis 
consin,” by which between 20 and 80 yalua 
ble lives were lost, ‘The news reached Kings 
ton yesterday by the steamer “ Watertown,” 
from Cape Vincent, which had comé almost 
direct from the scene of the disaster, From 
the many reports being heard and repeated, 
we gather the following particulars of the 
accident, awaiting until to morrow to give 
more positive information :— 

The “ Wisconsin,” which was commanded 
by Captain 8. ‘Townsend, left Cape Vincent 
on her regular upward trip for Oswego about 
10 p.m., with about 80 souls on board, includ: | 
ing the crew. About halfan hour afterwards 
when the ill-fated boat had reached a point 
two miles below Grenadier Island, which it 
self is About 7 miles and a-half from the Cape 
the ery of fire alarmed the passengers, and 
but a moment of excitement sulllced to con 
vince allon board that the boat was really 
in flames, The captain, with remarkable 
coolness, ascertained the point of danger, and 
sought to extinguish the fire, but having bro 
ken out in an awkward place—under the 
boiler—the efforts of the crew to conquer it 
were useless, and they were reluctantly com 
pelled to retire and abandon the boat to the 
mercy of the fiery element, The after 
part of the vessel was almost inatantly envel 
oped In flames, and the pasengers crowded in 
one mass to the forward portion of the boat, 
No time was taken for saving property, the

The Leaders special from Ottawa, of the 
25th, says: —“ Reports from the Quinte gold 
mining division are received up to the 23rd 
inst. A great number of those who have 
recently visited the mines have been so dis- 
couraged by the continued rains that they 
have gone away again without doing any- 
thing. One of the best specimens of gold 


that has yet been found, was discovered on 
lot 16, concession 11, of Madoc, It was a 
specimen of gold in quartz. All the other 
gold that has been found, with the excep- 
tion of that im the Richardson mine, has 
been alluvial. Itis thought thatthe real re- 
sources of the region will not be satisfactor- 
ily ascertained before the end of the sum- 
mer. Very favorable indications, it is said, 
have been observed in the neighborhood ot 
Lake Massenengo, The mounted polize 
work very well, and the people of the dis- 
trict are highly pleased to have them.— 
Their barrack and stables will be completed 
in a week or so, Land sales in the division 
this quarter have averaged to between’ $70-, 
000 and $80,000, It is considered doubtful 
whether the license system will pay its ex- 
penses.

The constant recurrence of wet weather 
has told with a very prejudicial effect upon 
the labors of the miner, equally as upon 
those of the husbandman, for while the 
ground which the one cultivates is so sodden 
with moisture as to be unfit to bear his 
horses, the other too often finds his “ hole” 
full of water, and more likea well thana gold 
mine, Let us hope, however, that the ad- 
vance of the season may produce its natural 
and accustomed effect, and that we may 
from this time forward enjoy more favorable 
weather. ‘The great Richardson suit, to 
which so much interest attaches, and on 
which such a heayy stake depends, will like 
ly be determined early in June ; and we may 
also expect Her Majesty's Proclamation, call 
ing into existence a united British America, 
to issue shortly; so that we may expect to 
see agricultural and horticultural industry, 
mineraldevelopment, and the New Dominion 
all going ahead smoothly end prosperously 
together, As the promotion of the second is 
my object, I shall proceed to take up my sub- 
ject from the end of letter No. 2. 

Gold, as I have already stated, always oc- 
curs in ita metallic or perfect form when 
visible to the naked eye, and can be easily 
recognized by those who have learned to 
know its appearance. The forms it most 
commonly takes are scales or grains, which 
when small are designated “ gold dust ; 
smaller or larger solid masses, Which are call 
ed “nuggets,” and a very fine, almost impal 
pable powder, which some persons call “flour 
gold.” The formaof the scales and nuggets 
are mostly irregular, but occasional, beauti 
fully crystallized specimens are found, which, 
being comparatively scarce, are highly val 
ued, and mostly preserved a8 specimens. 
Besides these forms gold also occurs in an in 
visible manner, that is mixed with other 
metals in the shape of an alloy, us silver, 
lead, copper, &, In this latter case the sepa 
ration of the gold from the extraneous mat.

The Dublin News letter bas a paragraph 
from which itmppears that foreign indlu.

The sensational atticles of the New York 
Herald in reference to Fenian invasions are 
attracting notice in this country as well as 
in the United States. ‘The New York Tri- 
bune of Monday says :—‘‘ Messrs. John 
“O’Mahony, McDermott & Co. deny the 
“statements ‘recently made through some 
‘of the city journals, that they haye con- 
“tracted to furnish arms to the Fenian 
“ organization.” The Buffalo Courier, too, 
says that the reports about Fenian activity 
in that city are without foundation. 


There was a rumor in Toronto on Tuesday 
to the effect that the British consul at Buf- 
falo had communicated with the military 
authorities here, informing them that the 
Fenians were quietly arriviug in Buffalo 
with a view of making an immediate attack 
upon the Niagara frontier. ‘The report, 
says the Igader, gained some credence 
among a few excitable volunteers, but sober- 
minded citizens consider it all ‘ bosh.”— 
And yet the same paper tells us in the same 
article, that “The Queén’s Own battalion 
‘revelyed orders last evehing to hold itselt 
‘in readiness to leave for the front, if re- 
‘quired, by Thursday, We understand 
“that a similar order was issued to the 
‘ Royals.” This does not look like “ bosh,” 
yet we can hardly bring ourselves to believe 
that the Fenians are foolhardy enough to 
make another attempt. If they do, it is 
gratifying to know that the country is pre 
pared to receive them warmly,

The retreat of Hull may be said to have 


virtually terminated the campaign in the 
West: so far as offensive operations were 
concerned ; but he was opposed to a sol 
dier who knew the full 
such an effectual blow as would prevent 
the possibility of a reptition of a similar 
movement on his part. 


Having prorogued the Legislature at 
Little York on the 6th of August, Brock 
left that town and embarked at Long Point, 
on Lake Erie, for Amherstburg, accom 
panied by 300 Militia and a few regulars, 
in opén boats. After a perilous voyage of 
four days, he landed at midnight on 13th 
August, without losing a man of his little 
forcé. The whole available troops assem- 
bled amounted to 800 regulars, 400 Militia, 
and 600 Indians. On the 15th he summon- 
ed: Hull to surrender, which after two hours 
consideration, was declined, and that night 
Tecumseh crossed the river with his ‘war- 
riors and invested. Detroit. Before day- 
light on the 16th, Brock crossed the river 
at the head of 730 men, landing four miles 
below the: fort.. The Americans, panic: 
striken, abandoned a strong/outwork, and 
the British boldly advanced to the assault, 
But the American General Was not prepar- 
ed to allow matters to reach any such 
climax, A flag was pomeered to the 
Briti eral, and .a capitulation was 
Amitrraa red ioe, by which the whole 
gan territory, Fort Detroit, 33 pieces 
cannon, aship/ of war, stores, military 
est, one stand of colors, and.

than the mere weakening of the enemys’ 
forces, On the lakes, the American Commo- 
dore Chauncy had acquired the command of 
Lake Ontario as the results of the first ar- 
mistice concluded with General Dearborn ;

There is no constitution that can 
give peace to &@ people who are determined to 
waste their energivs in miserable struggles 
among themselves.” * * # * # * OH ® 
“My view is, sir, thatthe Government of the 
new Dominion must practically be a continua 
tion of the Quebee Convention. We have as 
yetonly received permission to unite the Pro- 
yinecs; to carry Out that Union we must have 
the same representation of interests we had at 
Quebec. If you were to organize pure party 

yovernment you might perhaps do it for Bann 
ae but the same party might perhaps not be 
the government party In Noya Scotia or New 
Brunswick. In Canada there was a coalition of 
parties for the purpose of carrying the Union 
Resolutions, Can we imagine fora moment 
that the actual assimilation of the laws, and the 
many necessary measures, Can be carried out by 
one of those parties alone? I bélleve, air, it 
cannot safely be done, but thatthe principle 
which must be kept in view is the representa 
tion of all the local wante of each part of the 
Dominion ; and I think the people of the coun 
try at large will feel this to be vitally necessary 
for thé success of the experiment. ° (Applause.)
